The new issue requiring further consideration is the limitation of removing the first and second conductors from the first and second 
exposed areas to form first and second void areas. 

In addition the claims contain numerous errors and inconsistencies with the specification that would require claim objections and 
rejections under U.S.C. 112. For example, Claims 1 and 12 now recite a preheating step between steps of printing an etch resist mask 
over portions of first and second conductors. The specification only teaches preheating.the substrate prior to printing the resist masks. 

Furthermore, the resist mask is not an etch resist mask as recited in Claims 1 and 12, but a plating resist mask which is removed 
before the etching step. (See Page 5 of applicant's Specification) 

Claim 1 , step a, further lacks clarity since the claim recites "...bottom surface, resist mask over a portion...". The claim should be 
amended to recite for example, "...bottom surface, image printing a plating resist mask over a portion..."
